REBEL TESTIMONY TO the EFFECT OF TBE 


EMANCIPATION PBOOLAHATIOIT.—In a plain 
letter to GOT. Seymour, Peter Cooper, of 
New York, relates the following, as having 
beeu told him by Provost Marshal Dean, 
of St. Louis, in support of an assertion 
that "the proclamation of freedcm has 
done more to weaken tbe rebellion and pie- 
vent foreign recognition than any other 
measure that could have been adopted:" 
" On his late visit to my house, be in- 


formed me that he had brought on a large 
number of rebel officers and men to be ex- 
changed at Fortress Monroe. During their 
passage he took the opportunity to ask tbe 
officers in a body what effect the President's 
proclamation of freedom had produced in 
the south. Their reply was (to use their 
own vulgar mode of expression) that " it 
bad played hell with them." Mr. Dean 
then asked them how that could be ponsible, 
since the negroes cannot read ? To which 
one of them replied tbat one of his negroes 
had told him of the proclamation five days 
before he heard it any other way. Others 
said tbeir negroes gave them their first in- 
formation of the proclamation. One of 
these officers then said with a defiant air 
that if we would only leave them tbeir corn, 
their bacon and their homespun, which 
their negroes produced, they would fight ua 
twenty yeara.

NABHVILLK. Oct. 5. 


Wheeler's cavalry, estimated at 4,000,

Our cavalry had sev- 
eral skirmishes and secured prisoners. 


A party of rebel cavalry also opened fire 


on a stockade at Siono river bridge, and 
after burning the bridge, retired two miles.

pursued by our cavalry, and rapidly re- 
treating. 


Four thousand or five thousand rebel

HOKMING DISPATCHES. 


NASHVILLE, Sept. 5. 


Herald's special. — An unusual degree of 


excitement prevails here, to-day, in conse- 
quence of the rebel Gen. Forest, with a 
force of about 4,000 mounted men, having 
made a raid on our line of railroad com 
munication between this place and Bridge- 
port or Chattanooga. Just at this particu- 
lar time no trains are leaving for the direc- 
tion of the front, yet this circumstance 
need give no particular cause for alarm. 
The enemy can do no comparative injury 
to tbe railroad connection. Forest may 
succeed in intercepting oar com munication 
for a few hours, but we have not only a 
force to drive him back, but to defeat an 
immensely heavier force. There is no need 
to fear Gen. Roiecrans' success in holding 
bis position at Chattanooga. He is too 
strong at that place for the enemy to at- 
tack him wi'.h even a show of success. To- 
day skirmishing has been going on in tbe 
neighborhood of Murfreesboro. The ene- 
my made an attempt to destroy a bridge of 
considerable importance to us in a railroad 
point of view. In skirmishing very few 
were wounded and none killed. Some per- 
sona are inclined to think an engagement 
is going op at Chattanooga, but I don't 
coincide with them, Unless the enemy is 
very desperate ha will not attack Chatta- 
nooga. If he does there is every likelihood 
be will b» defeated, 


Si If he attempts a flank movement on that 
place he will meet n force which has been 
long and well tried in tbe field, and Gen. 
Rosecrana would be able to bold out sever- 
al days against rnovemunta end attacks, 
evan of a very superior force. The present 
rail* *s not an unexpected one, wa wera 
looking for It. Cavalry movements do not 
surprise us, aa it is only wheu heavy bodies 
of infantry move on our lines of cummuni- 
cation or flanks that we prepare for serious' 
engagements. Let mo assure loyal people 
tbat no feara for Rosecrans' rear, arid for 
tha safety,of Murfreeaboro, need bo enter- 
tained, unless the enemy moves on our 
rear flank in full force, and a general well 
qualified to know, assures me that there ia 
uo information of an attack on Chattanoo- 
ga np to the cutting of tne wires between 
here and Bridgeport, tUa., said culling 
having taken place this morning. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. f». 


Herald's spe^al.—F'ltl official advices 


of a late date have been received at the 
navy department, from Admiral Dahlpren. 
They are full and very satisfactory, al- 
though, from their nature their publication 
would be highly indiscreet. They show 
that neither Dahlgren or Gilmora are 
idle. They are pushing forward prepara- 
tions for tbe renewal ol action and efbcient 
operations. These two distinguished com- 
manders have too much tho interest of tlm 
causa at heart, and too buuily cngt»gt>d iu 
forwarding their preparations for reducing 
fortifications and capture of tbe cil>, to 
waste their time iu the foolish bickering 
aud jealousies asserted of them by certain 
newspaper correspondents and others.
